charge of elections and above all to the voters of Andhra, our 
fellow citizens, men and women, who co-operated to make the 
general election the success it has been. 

2. In February 1954, the Planning Commission approved 
a provision of Rs. 58.66 crores for the First Five-Year Plan of the 
State. Though up to 30th September 1954 the actual expenditure 
was only Rs. 34.63 crores, there was a rise in the tempo of aaivi- 
ties during the last six months, and it is expected that over 70 per 
cent of the provision would have been spent by 31st March 1955. 

The most important feature of the Second Plan, as distinct 
from the First, is that it is to be built from the village upwards. 
The central objectives of the Second Plan are ihcreased employ- 
ment and production with the object of doubling real Income 
within the shortest period, bringing about of social change by the 
spread of the co-operative movement in its varying forms and the 
inculcation of the spirit of self-help and mutual help. My 
Government have recently issued instructions to ensure that the 
build-up of village and district plans becomes a live process, con- 
cerned not merely with local amenities but also more intimately 
with production and employment as well as the welfare of 
Karijans. 

Detailed instructions for the preparation of village and 
distritt plans, municipal and urban plans and the State Plans have 
been issued, and the progress will be closely watched. You, my 
friends have also been requested individually to extend your 
co-operation, and my Government look forward with confidence 
to receiving from all of you every assistance and each of you can 
p;ive In nialdlng dtese plws both realistic and comprehensive.

3 Irrigation — 

Nandikonda Project . — More than anything else in recent 
times, Nandikonda Piojcct has been agitating the minds of 
countless thousands of our fellow citizens in Andhra. It is a 
gigantic wo.k, probably the biggest of its kind in South Ind.ia and 
one of the biggest in Ind'a and our efforts in this direction are 
now beginning to bear fiuit. 

The Government of India and the Planning Commission laid 
down certain conditions before they could extend their full 
co-operation and desired that the Andhra Government should 
agree to implement by legislation and other action the financial 
basis of the Project as submitted by the Governments of Andhra 
and Hyderabad, or of such other modified form of the Project as 
may be decided upon by the Government of India. The 
financial basis of the scheme comprises of (a) betterment levy 
and water-rates, (b) sale proceeds of State waste lands and 
(c) normal realization of land revenue. The first phase of the 
Project is estimated to cost roughly Rs. 75 crores, and the 
entire project approximately Rs. 122 crores. Unless we assure 
the Planning Commission and the Government of India of the 
acceptance of these conditions and pre-requisites they will not be 
able to sanction a work of this magnitude. 

Now that my Government have accepted the conditions to 
which I have referred, we are certain that the Project will soon be 
taken up for execution through a Joint Control Board. In fhet, 
you will be glad to note that preliminary work <m the Project has 
already commenced in the shape of a road from Macherla to the 
dam site. - . 

BmermeM leoyi.— It has been long under consideration to

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Planning Commission and is being scrutinized by a Technical 
Committee at Delhi. As the project submerges some land in 
Orissa, my Government are corresponding with the Government 
of Orissa, in order to secure their assent and co-operation which 
I am fully confident will be forthcoming. 

Tungabhadra High Level Ccmal.—ln the light of the discussions 
at the technical level between the representatives of our Govern- 
ment and the Central Water and Power Commission at Delhi, my 
Government have drawn up and forwarded over six weeks ago to 
the Planning Commission a final note of our views on the obser- 
vations of the Government of Mysore in regard to the Tunga- 
bhadra High Level Canal. The Government of India has been 
requested to arrange a conference of the representatives of both 
the Governments concerned, i.e., our Government and the 
Government of Mysore,under the aegis of the Planning Conunission, 
and we hope that it may be possible to begin work on this during 
the current year. I can assure you that my Government will do 
everything possible to expedite the sanction of this project. 

Major, Medium and Minor Irrigation Schemes for the Second 
‘ Five-year Plan 

We have intimated to the Planning Commission that there are 
a number of medium and minor irrigation schemes spread all over 
the State, mostly in arid zones which, when taken up, will help 
to make prosperity in our State broad-based, and we requested 
^the Commission to prividc a sum of Rs. 10 crores in the Second 
Five-Year Plan for taking up these schemes according to a 
programme which is being drawn up. 

4. Exmptum of certain holdings from payment of land 
reemm.*-lt was decided some time ago to exempt all persons 
liable to pay to the. Government in the aggregate Rs. to and less 
by way of laud revenue, water-rate and cesses. My Government 
have sina reviewed the situation, and having regard to the large 
deficit in oat fiimaceg apd the vast deireiopment programme they 
have and vdU have tm their hands, they have decided not to 
imidenientthat decbdon at inres^t. 

In my last address to the Assembly, 1 had also referred to 
the constitution of the Land Refiwms Committee. The Committee 
isstiUeagagedinits work,8nd.is .expecKsd to conclude its task 
widiia the next tm or timt ifs^ionths. My Government propose to 
nt4^tiip3rs « tfareful examipatton ^ ths lecoipnimdariona of 
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Committee as soon as they are received, before they lay before you 
proposals for enactment of necessary measures of reform. 


My Government have in particular realize! and appreciated 
the urgent need for land reforms and legislation in respect of 
Inams. Suitable legislation will be brought forward in respect of 
both these items as early as possible. 


5. Minor Ports . — The Government of India have sanctioned 
a loan of Rs. 4.68 lakhs towards expenditure on development 
schemes in respect of minor ports in this State, the amount is, of 
course, by no means large and it is proposed to spend this amount 
on certain improvements to Kakinada and Masulipatam ports. 

A minor port on the estuary of the river Khandalera in the 
Nellore District has vast possibilities, and this matter is being 
vigorously pursued. 

6. Electricity .—The Machkund Scheme is expected to be 
partly brought into beneficial use by June 1955, and the Tunga- 
bhadra Hydro-Electric Scheme by July 1956. My Government 
very rightly attach the greatest importance to rural electrification. 
About 310 villages and towns are receiving electricity at preset. 
This number is expected to go up to 500 at the end of the First 
Five-Year Plan that is in less than a year’s time. Provision has 
been made in the Second Five-Year Plan to provide electricity for 
about 1,800 more villages and towns. 


7. Roads Three important bridge works, namely, t bfidge 
across the GowthamI branch of the Godavari river at Alamur, East 
Godavari District, a bridge across the Pennar at Chenaur in 
Cnddapah District and a bridge across the, Tunpbhadra neat , 
JCurnool will soon be taken up for executiion, As regards the mdre 
impof tattf road coittmtinicatioas, a toad from Dtmala to Stiaaitaj^ 
tJie famous pilgrim cenwe, is about to bo taken op for execution, 
and a road from MaredutnaUl to Ghtetur to order to <^a «f> ijto 
agency area is under active exiatainatlcai. 

8. labour. tjeg^tog l^s be^ made la; 

minimum wages for agritcttUaral kibom tothfe State by noticing 
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14 villages io the districts of Snkakulam, Visakhapatnam, East 
Godavari, Nellore and Chittoor. The question of extending the 
provisions of the Act to agricultu.-al labour in other areas is under 
consideration. 

My Government have decided to implement the provisions of 
the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948, relating to medicd 
benefits in case of sickness, maternity and employment injury to 
industrial workers in selected centres. 

9. Industries —The Second Five-Year Plan is expected to 
pay great stress on the development of industries throughout the 
country. Our State is industrially backward. My Government 
are taking measures to develop industries in the public and private 
sectors, so that the twin problems of unemployment and under- 
employment in our State might be solved to an appreciable extent. 
The following are the important measures which my Government 
have undertaken in this connection : 


Expansion of Andlira Paper Mills, Rajahmundry . — Purchase of 
machinery and equipment at a total cost of Rs. 16.30 lakhs for 
these Mills has been sanctioned recently to facilitate the manufac- 
ture of bleached varieties of paper. 


Large-scale Industries.— -Dmitig the past six months, licences 
have been issued by the Government of India for the starting of five 
factories for the manufacture of textiles, sugar and cement, etc., 
la different places in this State. The Government of India have 
also under thdr consideration the establishment of a fa-tilizer 
l^adry near Vij^yaiyada. My Government are also paying and 
wBl tsmtittoe to pay due attention tdthe development of small-scale 
i^ustrtb:.; Twenty-bne schemes' under .this. head., have been 
P'^t^red snd submitted to Ihe Government , of India for approi^ 
and finandal a^isanpe. Tha estimated cost of these sthemes

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that all hurdles which we at one time feared have been overcome 
in this connection. 

Khadi and Village Industries — With a view to avoid overlapp- 
ing and duplication of effort between the two sister organisations, 
namely, the State Khadi Department and the All India Khadi 
and Village Industries Board which as you know is a Central 
Agency created by the Government of India for the development 
of Khadi and Village Industries with the aid of funds placed at its 
disposal by the Centre, my Government have recently ordered the 
transfer of the State Khadi centres to the All-India Khadi and 
Village Industries Board. 

Handloom Industry . — In order to develop the Handloom 
Industry in the State, the Government of India sanctioned an 
amount aggregating to Rs. 80.25 laJths during the last two years 
1953-54 and 1954-55 as the State Government’s share from the 
Handloom Cess Fund. Out of this, an amount of Rs. 59.65 lakhs 
was spent on development schemes till the end of March 1955. 
A rebate at the rate of one anna six pics per rupee on sales of 
cloth of Rs. 2 and above in value is allowed under one of the 
schemes financed from the Handloom Cess Fund. This conces- 
sion has helped to secure an increase in the average monthly sales 
of handloom cloth from a little over Rs. 11.02 kkhs during 
1953-54 to a 12.57 lakhs during 1954-55. 

10. Welfare of Scheduled Tribes and Harijam.-^lAy Govern- 
ment are deeply interested in the welfare Scheduled Tribes 
and in the development of scheduled areas. The Government of 
India have sanctioned for 1955-56 a sum of Rs. 15 tokhs as provi- 
sional grant under Article 275 (i) of the Constitution for sclwmes 
for the welfare of Scheduled Tribes and for the develofanent of 
scheduled areas. Schemes costing Rs. 31.52 laWte have been sent 
to tte Government India and they have been requested for a 
grant of Rs. 18.75 lato for I 955 ~ 5 ^» (*♦ «•) the current year. -

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Welfare of other Backward Classes.— In addition to the several 
beneficial measures already undertaken, my Government are 
awaiting the report of the Backward Classes Commission before 
further measures are undertaken. 

1 1 . Education : Element ary Education. — In the field of elemen- 
tary education, my Government have sanctioned the opening of 
1,000 single-teacher schools following the recommendation of the 
Government of India to provide employment for the educated 
unemployed. 

Secondary Education . — My Government have also agreed to 
implement firom the current year some of the more important of 
the recommendations of the Secondary Education Commission, 
namely, the starting of multi-purpose schools, introduction of 
diversified courses, improvement of teaching in core subjects and 
Improvement of libraries, equipment, etc. 

National Cadet Corps and Auxiliary Cadet Corps.— A Five- 
Year Plan for the expansion of National Cadet Corps and Auxiliary 
Cadet Corps in the colleges and schools in the State has been 
drawn up. The mepansion programme of the National Cadet 
Corps has been sent to the Government of India for approval and, 
dt course, sanction of necessary grants. The State Government 
have participated in the Government of India’s Scheme for the 
conduct of youth camps. Efforts are being made to provide a new 
filfip to the Bharat Scout and Guide Movement. 

Collide Education.— The Government of India have approved 
the schemes for development of the Engineering Colleges at 
Kakinadaand Ammtapur atatotal. cost of Rs. 43.0 lakhs. The 
Government pf India have also promised to give an interest-free 
loanpfRti. 4hilhs for the construction of hostels in these two 
Ce^l^ECt. .. MylGovexatnent have decided to accept the recommen- 
d^oBS of Government of India and to implement the schemes 
for ^ doveloiqgam iff these two Colleges durfijg the current year.

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12. Co-operation . — Provision having been made by amend- 
ment of the Reserve Bank of India Act for issuing medium-term 
loans to State Co-operative Banks, the Reserve Bank of India has 
recently sanctioned to the Andhra State Co-operative Bank under 
the State Government’s guarantee a medium-term ioan of Rs. 40 
lakhs. This amount will be distributed to Central Banks to be 
loaned to ryots through primary societies for purposes like sinking 
of irrigation wells, purchase of oil engines, electric motors or 
pump-sets, reclamation of lands, etc. 

My Government have decided to undertake a sample survey 
in order to assess the eirtent to which unemployment and under- 
employment are prevalent among ex-tappers on account of Prohi- 
bition. It is proposed also to devise measures to utilize toddy 
juice on a State- wide basis in all industrial and other socially 
useful ways to maximize employment in tapping itself. We arc alj 
keenly conscious of the need for immediate action to provide 
employment for tappers who have been put out of employment as 
a result of Prohibition. 

13. Urban Water-Supply and Drainage Scheme . — Andhra has 
been allotted a sum of Rs. i crore for loans to municipalities for 
improving water-supply and drainage in municipal areas. It is 
expected that the whole of this amount will be distributed amongst 
municipalities according to their needs before the end of the year. 
The urgent need to improve water-supply in Visakhapatnam town 
has been realized, and the new Gosthaai scheme estimated to cost 
Rs. 116.50 lakhs has been sanctioned and is being executed as a 
State capital scheme in the irst instance. At the same time 
attention is also being given to water-supply and sanitetfoa in the 
villages. 

14. District Boards . — The life of the Special Officers of 
- District Boards has been extended up to loth December 1955 by a 

Presidential enactment. My Government are examining propo^ 
an alternative agency and after they arrive at a decision suiteblb 
lei^station will be undertaken, 

15. The Budget for 1955-56 was presented to Farliamm' 
and a vote on account obtained for a period of six momhs.
